'their army might almoft have been faid 

* to contain the whole nation. People of 
I both fcxes, of every age, and rank.

* as captives. 

• It was impoflible to make the impa- 
< tience of fuch a multitude fubmit to the 
*-neceffary delays of difcipline, or pbferyc 
' military order, in their march againft a 
' foe, -whom they defpifcd. They broke, 

* like a deluge, into the country of the 
' Copies, who, having lived in the fecu- 
^ rity of innocence and peace, were un- 

* prepared to refill fuch an attack, and 

* ravaged it with all the wanton infolence 
' and cruelties of conqueft. 

* But though the Coptes were unable to 
' face fuch numbers in the field, they Ipft 

* not that courage- with which honeft ,in- 
' dignation always fires a virtuous brcaft.

* They removod their faAiiiies mtb phces " 

* of prefent fitfet/, among the inaccef- ' 

* fible faftnelles of the mountains i and 
' then dividing themrelves into feparate

* nity for attacking them with that adr 

* vantage which their manner of proceed- 

* ing promifed. 

* This i:ondufl:, which (hould have put 

* the Byrfans ait their guard, only made 

* them more confident and fccurc. They 
» attributed it to fear ; and fpreading 
' themfclves over the country, as if they 

* had no encriiy to apprehend, foon gave 
'the CoptcS that ■ opportunity for which 

* they watched •; who falling upon them, 
•from every quarter, at the fame time, 
» with the irrefiftible fury of men animated 

* by'thc jtifticc of ilheir caufr, and fight- 

* ing ■fiM' all ■ they held dear, overthrew 

* them with fuch a flaughter, that fcarcdy

' choly tidings of their defeat. 

* It is impofliblc to defcribe the effefls 

* of this misfortune up6n the minds of 

* the Byrfans. Th«f dejeAion now ex- 
' cfcded their Ute confidence, and ftiewed,' 
■'■in the ftrongeft light, the di^flfercnce bfe- 

* twcen true fortitude, infpifed by virtOie,' 

* and the vain prefumption of arrogance i 
^ as tbeir fate,, foon after, did that be- 
' tweea^ower, fownded on the folid bads 
*of internal ftrength, and tlie-falfc fcm- 
' blance of it, wliich is rcfle(5t<Ld hy we^th 
» and prefent profperity. 

, ' Foftered in . the lap of luxury, t^Ja 

* wordy warriours, whole valour had bc^n 

* fo loud in the council, whofe boaftiag 
' had tnSamed ^.multitudq to madncfs, 

* now Ihuddered at the apprehcnfion of 

* having thofe evik, which, they had wan- 
' tonly caufed to be inflifted on tjjeir 

* unoffeiiding neighbqurs, retorted on 

* ihcmfclves j

' thetnfelves -, and bafely fled behind their' 
= fovcreign for ihelter, kavirtg him tb

' danger awoke the virtues of Amifer^ 
'who then -fat upon the throoeofNar- 
' bal, and proved the blood of his iljuf- 
' trious race. He fummoncd the poor' 
' remains of his people, and without de- 
' fcending to fruitlefs accufation?, ordered- 

* to arms every one able to take the fields 

* propofing to lead them direftly againft. 
' the enemy, if happily he might furprizc 

* them In thefecurity of their lateviftoryj, 
» and by one brave effort, wipe off the;

* Biitllill, the natxiral impulft of fclf-

' and procured mc a lafety, of which I 
' was long inienfibic, having fwooned 
' away, quite exhaufted by my lofs of

■ folded me in his arms.

• AT the r:etum of reafon, I found 
' myfelf in a pUce to which 1 was a flratv 
* ger. My wounds and weakncfs foon 
'. recalled to my memory, the fiiuadoB in 
' which I had lately been ; but how I had 
' efcaped, or where 1 now was, i could 
' not form any conception. 

. ' While, i was -ftriving to recollect my 
' fcatcered thoughtSj the good prielt en- 
' tcred the chamber, and approaching 
' fofcly to .the bed where I lay, Iwned 
f «m met for -a. few* momeat^ -^lieA 
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^ pcpcflvii^ that I breathed, he kneeled 

* at my fidev and prayed ni heaven, in 

* the fervency of true piety, for my re- 

* covery. 

* At the firft fight of him,, I rancm- 

* bered the manner^ in which he had 
^ ftept between me and deaths as his 

* adions now fufiicicntry explained m^ 

* my ficuation. My Ibul was ftruck with 
' < reverential awe, ax fijch fubtime virtue ^ 

* and joined in his prayei?, without pr&^ 

* fuming to mtcrrupt hihi^ 

• When he had ended, I madi: an^ 
•* effiirt to fpeak, which drew all his tt- 

* tention j but my wcakncfe made thy 

* words unintelligible. A fla{h of joyful 

* furprize enlightened all his face. He 
» railed his cy«* to hcaiient. wfth a raptur- 
>:OU« ejaculation of gratitude and praile; ' 
-*' then, leaogng over me again, - exhorted 
.* mc.tenderly to compofc my .felf to teft ; 
^mA. out ieavd. a. recovery,.. of wbkh 

, » » heaven 
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^ heaven had thas givtn:tinexpcSxd hopf^ 
' by endeavonriiig .tct exert a ftr w^ th 
'. above my condicioii, 

' I felt the jofticeofwhat he laid -, and 
' teftified by my looks, anaf&nt, which I 
' waa not able to utter. 

' I omtinued in this wenk eftate fdt 
■ many days, every hour of which was 
' diftinguilhed by fome new inftance of 
' the tendernefs of. my friend, (the name 
' by. which he always called me) who 
' never entruftcd me for a moment to the 
' care of any other perfon, except one, in' 
' whwn he knew he couM confide. 

* Nor was his care confined to the re- 
^ covery of my health. He poured the 
' balm of comfort into my Jbol *, and for- 
> dfied'it againft the evils incident to hu- 
' manity* by inculcatir^ the duty and 
' benefit of fobmtfiion to the wiU of hea- 
* vo), wbofe ways he proved t» be always 
* right.

* In the courfe of thefe delightful con- 
'* ferehcesi ' which, he lengthened as my 
'* ftrength encreafed, I foinetimes diftantly 

* hinted a defire to be informed of the 

* progrefs of the war-, but he always 

* eluded my curioBty,. changing >h]s xlif- 
' courfe direflly to fiwne of thd nwft im- 
f.porcant and a&Atng points of moral 
' virtue and religion, which he difeuiTcd 
'f in a manner, that took off my atceotioti- 
J. from every other fubjeA. ■ 

* Painful remetiibratKC made me attri- 

* bute this referve, which I foon perceived, 

* toa delicacy o£ dillEefflrtg'ine, with a. 
:* recital of the mrages of tfce Byrfans^; 
> for infatwaied confidence in their num- 

* bers, {^evented every apprehcnfton of 
"' difafter to them. I therefore- defifted 

* iVotn imy enqairies; and reiblved to 
.-f; watt with patience &r»iMcarery, .which 
. ■ - tl 
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* I dreaded, though for a rcafon mbft 
', contrary 'to the truths ■ 

* Full of this thought, the employ- 
' ment of my mind, in every moment of 

* his abfence, was to find out feme mc- 
' thod of healing the unhappy breach 

* between, the t*o jiiiions, to which' I 
< flattered miyfelfwtehr an -hope, that thrf 

* huaianicy, and teodcmefs which I had 

* experienced,, would in a, great meafurc 

* pitpare the way. 

' The firft glimj^e of this hope was too 

* pleafing to be refifted. I communi- 

* cated it immediately, in the fulnefs of 
« n^y hearr, to the good prieft ;■ urging it 
« as a reafori foi defiring* that the ranfoni 

* of my liberty ihould be fixed j and per- 
' mifliofl g?»en me to fend to my owri 
•country, where I owned that my rank 

* was ooc inconfiderable. ■ 

■ ■ * This

* -This niadc-ic impoflible to otmceal 

* the fate of my country from ine wy 

* longer ; nor indeed was it neceflary> as 

* my recovery was now compleated; 

* and my mind reftored to its native 
' ftrength. 

* The good man, ^ however, opened ' 

* the black detail gradually, and with all 

* the delicacy, which the nature of it 

* would admit, keeping hope alive to the 

* laft moment. ■ 

. * 1 ftall not attempt to dcfcribe what I 

* &lt, on finding all my forebodir^s fa 

* unhappily fulfilled. A juft fenfe of the 

* duty of. refignation alone- could have 

* faved me fronv delpairj as the duty I . 
5 owed my country determined me to try 

* whether it might not Hill be polTible for 

* me to retrieve its aS^rs ; and restore it 
( once more to a ftate of rational profpe- 

* rity. I owed the attempt, at Icaft, to 

* the blood of Narbal, which flowed in 

* my 
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* my velne ; and ^ole example - 1 had 

* bcfoK mjr eyes. 

* I departed, therefore, fecretly from 

* the houfc of my kind .prefcrver, dif- 

* guifed in the habit of a faquir ; and 

* went with an heavy heart to learn the 

* truth, of what I fcarce dared to doubt.- 

SECTION V. 

* T H £ appearance of ingratitude, 

* which my departing in this manner bore, 

* was oioft painful to me. But it was 

* not to be avoided. 

* From fome expnoinons dropped at- 

* difiercDt times, by my benevolent holE, 

* I had reafon to think that an aOurancc 

* of acquicfcing in the prcfenc ftate of my 

* country, would be expefted from mc, 

* before I fhould be fei at liberty, which 

* would obviate my dcarcft hopes ; be- 

* fides, that a regular valedidbn would 

* have 
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*. h#vc been «ncndod with circuurfhuico-of' 

* (endernefst of a particular' natuir^ vhich' 

* I doubted my own ability to fupport. 

* The fccner; which evoy where pre-' 
' foRxei themfelvcs to me, on ray entering 

* the couatry 6f Byrfa, exceeded my" 

* worft apprehcnfiohs. Defolation is too' 

* foft a name, for a country, which but 

* a few nloons before, bad flourilhed in 

* all the riches of nature, all the embd- 
*. Ulhrneois of art \ while the few- wreccKed 
' natives, who had e£:aped the llaughttfr, 

* were driven into the moft inhofpitablc 
' parts of the Coptic- mountains, .wixre 
' they were condemned to every fervile 

* labour, - and inwrdi^ted fc»cH the' fi^f of 

* their own- cotuitry, on pain of <inftant - 
« death. 

, * Grief gafve pla* to indignattot*, M/ 
*- ktvA diidatned to think of aughc but! 
' vet^ance. Nor was I at a- la^fi, by 
t what means to feek u< -I turned my 
t face 
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* foce dircAly to onr colcHiies where 1 

* doubted not but a jiift dcrcription of the 

* fate of their mother country, would 

* aroufe an efieftual rcfentmenr, as I 

* knew their force was amply fafficient to 
*^rcrpowcr every refiftance, which the 

* enemy could oppofc to them. 

* But what was my aftonifhmcnt ! How 

* was the obje^ of my indignation chfingcd, 
' when I found all my entreaties rcjefted, 

* all my renwhftrances treated with con- 

* tempt ! They told me that they owned Mo 

* country, but that which gare them 

* bread. They enumerated the hardfhips, 
' which had driven them from their native 

* home. They blazdned the luxury, the 
' infolence, and oppreflion of the Byrfans, 
» in the ftrongcft colours j and then alked 

* me, whether I thought fuch a people 

* deferved, that they fliould hazard their 

* own happinefs to endeavour to recover 
' for them a country, which they had

th^t there could be but little danger of 
my mifling it. 

1 fliall not attempt to defctibe my part- . . 
ing with his daughter. In compaffion to 
us both, Himilco hurried me away from 
this diftrefsful fcene •, and leading me to 
the extremity of the ruins, difmiflcd me 
with akifs of peace. .

ture or. art I could not difliflguHb, fbas 
to make a cavit)^ capable of containing 
many times the number of the little com- 
jnunity which then inhatuKd' k, and di- 
vided into regular compartinents proper 
ibr-the few purpoles of their limple life. 

- As the Ihadesof night had by, thii time 
covered the earth, I expeded tt> hav* 
found the cavern either involved in-dark- 
Hefe, or artificially iUuminatcd by fire j 
but no Iboner had I eotered, than 1 ima- 
gined I faw another fky, which emitted a 
ii^t, pallid indeed and' feeble,- but fuffi- 
cicnt to difcover every prefcnt objpa to th« 
ieye. 

In the firfi impulle of furprife,,,! caiicd 

my hand to what I thought the iky, when 

1 foui^ that the- light was only reflefted 

from a vifcid fubftaece,. which- diftilled 

through. 
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through the roaf and fides df die cavern, 
and' retained fo much of the rays of the

cuft6nis and manners, and, if polfible, 
acquire Ibme knowledge of their language^ 

Accordingly, as foon as I had looked 

around mc for a few minutes,, to mark 

the: 
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^he way I came, I went back .to the mouth 
o£ the cave, where I found my hofl", who 
cxprefied the ftrongtft fatisfaftion at my 
return. 

The little community, who now rc.^ 
garded me as one of themfelves, purfued 
their ufual occupations as if I was not 
prcfent; by which means I foon had an 
opportunity of making all the obferva- 
tiofts I defired. 

I have taken notice before, that their 
bodies were entirely naked; nor was that 
cuftom, however ftrange to me, in the 
leaft to be wondered at, when their fitua- 
tion was properly conQdered. 

Natural ncceflity for cloathing. they had 
none,; as their place of habitatint defended 
them from every inclemency of wcathpr j 
and to the artificial neceffi^ ,of . (hamc, 
they were ftrangers, both from, their 
feclufion 
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fcclution from ttie reft of the world i ■ 
and that it had never entered into- their 
thooghrs, that nature had made any 
parts of their bodies objects of Ihame; 
and for the fame reafon, they performed 
all the natural fundliom wherever Itie 
fuggefted the performance of them. 

Their dcfires were as limited, as iheir 
powers of gratification. They rat froits, 
with which the happinefs of the climate 
fupplied them, at every fcafon ; and the 
flefli of birds, and thofe fmallcr animals 
which we denominate vermin, ttiken in 
gins, in the condru^ion of which alt 
the powers of their ingenuity fecmed to 
terminate. 

Implements of domeftic oeconomy, 
they knew not the ufe of. They eat 
their food without any preparation. 
They ftooped to the fountain to drink, 
and when their appetites were fatisfied, 
they laid themfclyea down to flcep, with- 
out 
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■out farther care, for the whole day \ the 
ftrong fight of the fun fufpending their 
occupations, ss much as darknefs dcth 
thofe trf" other men. 

\ found no great difficulty in acquir- 
ing a fufficicnc knowledge of their lan- 
guage, which was far from being co- 
pious, their fituation, and fimplicity of 
lift fuggefting but very few ideas : They 
had . names iav. the things they knew, 
_ and cxprelBons for the ufes they made (^ 
them 5 and that was nearly its wbcJe 
extent; for they never combined their 
ideas, nor emptoyed the facaltics of the 
mind on its own operations. 

Of all the paOions which agitate the 
heart, and equally conftitute the happi- 
nefs and miiery of man, they fccmed to 
have a fcnfe only of fear and love j if I 
ihould not add hatred and joy ! though 
no more than confequences of the for- 
mer, in the only initance, I evei could 
difcover 
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difcover of them, their behavkwr wfeea 
I .flew the favagf ! nor were the effeft* 
ev^ of thefe powerful or Ufting. 

"When the entrance of their cavern 
was ddended, in the manner I have d&- 
fcribed, they appeared to have no farther 
fcati and of -love, I could never per- 
ceive the lead refemblance, except in 
parental aflei^ion for their o^pringj 
fuch as nature hath imprinted on every 
animal, for the purpofe of preferving 
the fpccies ; the attachments of friend- 
ftiip, or fecluQvc connexions- between 
.the fexes, appearing to be utterly un- 
known to them. 

I have obferved, that they feemed to 
pay refpe^t, to the one, who. firil ap- 
proached, and afterwards attended par- 
ticularly to me ! but I could never per- 
ceive that he had any authority or in- 
fluence over them. 

They 
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Thep had: given place Co his fuf>erior 
intrepidity, Mid foHowcd his example in 
that inftance ; and that was all : for of an' 
eftabliflied authority or government, there 
did not appear the faintelt (hadow among 
them, any more than of religion ; vf 
the very firft principles of which, fup- 
pofed to be univcrfally written in the 
human heart, they were utterly igno- 
rant 1 nor when I was , able, in fome 
manner, to omverfe with them, coul4 
I ever make' them form the leaft concep- 
tion of either. - .. . 

Till their offspring were ^le to pro- 
cure their own food, they followed their 
parents, who fed them ; but with this 
neceffity the utachment on both fides 
epded fo aWolutely, that I could never 
trace even the remembrance of it. 
Every one did juft what they pleafed, 
without refpeft being paid to, ortrffence 
taken by any other. 

■Vol. II. E I have 
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- i hive faA tbat they took tm, at 

ficft,' for one of thofe fav^es, witik 
whtcb they lira in a continual ftate o^ 
war. But when they were undeceived 
by my killing their enemy, and they had 
entered into amity with me, they ex- 
prefled no curiofity to know who I was, 
or whence I came, my words fceming to 
make imprcflion upon them no longer 
than upon the atr, through which the 
ioiind of them paflfed to jhcir ears.

From too lively a fenfe 
pi the evils, of war, he facrificed tlie' in- 
lercfts of his people and the honour of Ms 
crown to pieferve peace ; and mercj*, in- 
dilcrlminately dilpenfed, robbed the la*» 
cf rcfpedt, aad encour^ed criaies^ by 
takings awa^ the fear of funiibineitt.

* I revere thy irrefiftible power 1 and 
•ihrink to nothing before thy wrath ; bwt 
' O, hearken to the words of thy llave. 
' Let the guilty, but the guilty only, 

* fuffer : infants are inciapable of rebellion -, 
' and weakness finlcs the woman and old 

* age equally beneath vengeance. Let 

* the innocent live to wiinefs the punifh- 

* metJt of the gpilty. The dead obey tio 

* more ! nor docs a delblated country 

* yield laurels to adorn the- vi6tor's bros(.* 

The words of Sclim funk into the em- 
peror's heaw. He ftoodv fome moments, 
buried in thought; theny .fofiomng the 
rage which glowed ■ in his looks, • Arife,* 
f»id he, * I will Ihew you that my word 
' is irrevocable. I bade you afk a boon ! 

* You have oiked; and Ihall obtain it. 

G 6 _» Go ! 
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* Go ! take under your command thv 

* troops of Cafbin i, and execute my ven- 

* geance according to the rules of that 

* jufiice, in favour ofi which you haVc 

* vcncuved to plead Sa -ftrongly.' 

Such a charge exceeded even the 
hopes of Sclim. He bowed his head to 
the ground, in teftimony of obedience ^ 
and rifing^ departed inftantly to execute 
a command, which gratified the deareft 
palTions of his heart. 

Putting himfelf, therefore, at the head 
of the forces aOigned to him, he ficw 
directly 'to ftop the carnage, always com-

He had fcarM fpoken thefe words, when 
a confufed nbife announced the arrival of 
the king of this unhappy people. He ap- 
peared to have paft the middle (tags of 
man's lifcj but to have fuffercd more 
from misfortune than from time. A ray 
of native majcfty (hot through the gloom 
of grief, which overcaft his looks.

TCplied the prince, melting into tears, 
at the tenderncls which fhone in the looks

; fupportsd.' 

Then turning to the captire prince^ 

* Thy accufation, * he continued, * falls

* lelfl But tec not this difcourage thee 

* to fpeak. the words of truth.' Juftice

. Emboldened by this aflurance, the 
■prince paufed for a few momentsi then 
ralGng his eyes Qowly from the ground; 
and fixing them with the modeft confi-

* Ihadow of him, who rules the world,* 
he faid, ' I obey thy command j and will 

* unfold our griefs as far as nature is able

• This unhappy Tand, now doomed to 

* fuffcr all the mileries of war, has flou- 

* rilhcd,, for a long fuccclTion of ages,

* who all placed their glory in the happW 
^ acU of ttieif people. 

• From the firft hour of his reign, my 

* father trod invariably in their facred-

* the l^me, admitted me into his councils^ 

* and made room for me on his throne, as- 
*■ ioon as reafon had gained fufficient. 
*' ftrcngtti to imitate the example he.

• How far. I anfwencd his hopes, Js not':

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^ In .this manner my age had numbered 

* two hundced mooni, i»hen the poww of 
** Temugin began Co fhake the world. 

■* In the ardour of inexperienced youth,' 

* I would have oppoled his vidorious 

* arms, and defended the throne of my 
■* anceftors -, but the wifdonj of my father 

* retrained my -rathneJs. 

*' Wouldtt thou flop the flowing of thii 
*' fea? he faid. Can the breath of thy 
** mouth repel the ftorm ? It is a duty to 
■J' yield, where rcfiftance is without hope. 

** My people may be as haf^y ■under 
■** another fovereign, nor will I expofc 
■** them to deftru&ion to preferve upon

* levelled all diftinition* 

* No fooner had the ride of the empe- 

* ror's conquefts led him afar off, than

* refiftance, plundered them with the

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< Nor did he ftop there. The wealth

THE feniattons of his heart, as be 
approached Bagdat, are not to bp de- 
fcribed.

Calling for the c(»nmJuider of 
the guard, he ordered him to go to the 
Khaliff, 
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KhalifF, and demand an interview, if he 
would avoid the -.■):. i^qviciices of an im- 
mediate aflault. 

Tfie grand vifier returned clong with 
the officer, and after attempting to p^- 
liate the treachery he had been guilty of 
the night before, by layii^ the attack of 
the camp to the charge of the ungovero* 
able populace, defired that Tc^ul would 
accompany him to the KhalifF, who, be 
faid, expected him in the diran \ but Tqt 
grul, inftead of making him any reply, 
gave a (igoal to his guards, who inftantly^ 
ieized him, before he. could dtcempt to 
efcapc.

f again from his hands, and hold it more 

* fteadily in thine own for the future! 

* Thou art from this hour the friend of 

* Tcmugin.' 

It is impofiible to cxprefs the effe^ of 
this fublime moderation upon all who were 
prefent. The name of Temugin was 
borne to heaven in ^acclanlations' of grati- 
tude and joy 1 nor was that of his fubfti- 
tute forgotten, 

The feelings of the Khaliff were too big 
for utterance. He funk under the weight 
of his own gratitude. Proflrating himfelf 
.upon his face, he adored the fovereign 
ruler of the univerfe for this inftance of 
his divine favour ^ and then ariOj^ payed 
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to Togrul the thanks due to that benevo- 
ient grace, \s^ which he had even endeared 
the g^neroflty of his lord. 

■ The terms of their accord were foon. 
adjufted. Temugin had required no ad- 
vantages for lumfelf. Togrul therefore 
only ftipulated, that all under the power 
of the KhalifF fhould be fufFered to enjoy, 
Wnmolefted, the common rights of huma- 
nity. That they fhould worfhip the Deity 
in the manner feeming befl: to themfclves, 
and be fafe from punifhment and injury 
while they fhould be free from guilt i and 
that the traveller, and the. ftranger who 
fojourned in the land, fliould meet equal 
juftice apd proteftion with the natives.

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who expefted him Wth- the moft ardttit 
impatience. 

The tendernefs of dieir meeting, now 
freed from the reftraint of obfcrvation, may 
be well conceived. Togrul gratiEed the 
curiofity of the KhaJiiF, by a recital of the 
incidents of his life, fince hU departure 
from Bagdat. Cbi his expl^ning the.rea- 
ion of his .having entered into the fervice o£ 
Aladdin, the.Khaliff could not fupprefa 
his refentment. ♦ Holy Prophet !' he ex- 
claimed, « to what impolitions are princes 

* fubjeft ? 

* From the day you left me,, neven 
*■ did a letter from you come to .my fight ! 
*; Never did I evealwM.thac you were liv- 
' ingx till I was informed of your having;; 

* quitted my fervice .for that of Aladdin,. 

* from motives of perfonal difregard to 
« me ! Bat the traitors ftiall meet dieir 

* due reward. The principal, is already, 

* punilhed,. 
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* punifted, though for another crime; 

* bur the reft fliall have their deaths etn- 

* bittered hy your triumph over them.'

Togrul devoted the remainder of that 
day to the re-eftablUhment of the KhalifTs 
government, in fuch a manner as fliould 
prpmifc a ccfntinuance of his prefent hap- 
pincfs.

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Severe of 4U tyr^aai^ that of hia owit 
fewants. AB who tad abufed bk power 
were gwea «p to juftke, and thor wealtN 
divided among thofr, who had fufiered 
wider Uicti- iniquitous oppr^lTion.

Apprehenlion, which ufually doables' 
every evil of life, here fell (hort of the 
itality. On entering the prifon, he ftart- 
cd back in horror, to fee his friend and- 
bencfaftor, the good vilier, who had fird 
made h^m known to the Khaliff, lying on 
the bare floor, loaded with- chains. - 

Achmet had cautioned. him not to make' 
himfelf too fuddenly known to Obeidah, 
for fear of the efieAs of furprifc, upon an' 
heart already ftretched to burfting; but 
nature could not be reftrained.

On Togrul's expreSing aftonifhmenr, 
almofl IQ doubc> at what he heard, Obei- 
dah iofoimed him, that immodiate^r after . 
his 
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bis departure from Bagdat, to join the 
anni^of AladcUn, his enemies' prefuthingr 
Upon the eafy tempw. of Nafler, . who, nc-- 
glefting the cares -of government, had 
given himfelf up entirely to the cirftivatioa> 
ofthofeamufecnentsofan idle- mind, -which 
the vanity of theif profcffors have digni- 
fied with the pompous tide of the finer' 
arts, had, by infenHble degrees, . wreflxd. 
the royal power out of his hands, and 
covered their own nefarious crimes under 
the fan£tion -of his name^ in which diey at< 
length' proceeded to 'fuch an height, that 
on his own conflantly-oppofing them in* 
the divan, . and labouring to open the Kha-- 
Uff*s eyes, they, threw lum into this prifon,- 
where, without refped to his ag^ hb in-- 
nocence, or the exalted office, which he*

noife at the door of the prifon announced

As foon as^ the firft blufti of morning 
dad began to gild the firmament, Togrut 
returned to the KhalifF^ and recommend- 
ing to him once more to hoW with ftcadi- 
iiefs the- feeptre, which he had rcftorcd- to . 
his hand, began his march to rgoin Te- 
mugin, covered with the unfading laucek 
of a viftory, which had made the vanquifhcd 
happy. 

On his arrival at the camp, he pre- 
fented' himfelf before the emperor, and 
gave him an account of his fuccels ; when 
inftead of the approbation,, with the hope 
of which he had plealed himfelf, Temugia 
demanded fternly^ why he had given peace 
to the Khaliff, on fuch cafy terms, when 
he had had it in his power to have made 
him accede to whatever he thought proper.

Tlieir compliance having. ihewn that 
the rumour was without foundation, To- 
grul was about to withdraw, when his eye 
was caught by a female flavtv wlwfe for- 
palTing beauty, neither the meannefs of 
har habit, nor the grief with which Jhe 
appeared 
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appeared to be overwhelmed, beyond all 
the reft, could hide. He' gazed at her, 
for fome minutes, in rapturous aftonilh-' 
meixtj till Achmet perceiving his fituation, 
Kminded him to retire, which he did in 
fuch confufion, that he forgot to give any 
orders for their departure. 

Achmet beheld with joy the impreflion," 
which the beauty of the (lave had made 
upon Togrul j and refolved to heighten 
it by every means in his power.

All the pleafing ho[Ms» 
with which Togrul had been fo fcmdly 
feeding his paflion, faded at thefe wordt.

Deeply as T<^rul was diftrefled, he . 
"could fcarcely forbear fmiltng, at fuch a 
miftake. * No, my friend,' he anfwered, 

* I have received no wound; but that 

* which the beauteous flave hath inflifted 
« on my heart i to which, I fear, it never 

* will be in my power to apply any 

* remedy/ 

* And wherefiare ihould you fear that ?' 
replied Achmet. ' The wounds of love 

* are, of all others, the nioft eafy to be 
' healed, where the objeft is in our pof- 
; feflion.' 

,- ' * But 
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* BuC how is flie. in my pofleflion?' 
returned T(^rul. * Doth ftie not beloi^ 

* to the. faoufhold of Gelaledd'm? and 

* mull I not rellore her to him ? I dare 
' not, I cannot violate the orders of Te- 

* mugin : Orders founded on the moft 
» facred principles of virtue ; and which 

* my Qwn foul holdeth in the higheft 
.; honour.* 

• How induftrious,' faid Achmct, with > 
a fmile, * are we to torture, to deceive 

* ourfelves ? The orders of Temugin 
« relpeft only the facred property of the 

* marriage bed. Slaves are, by the ijni- 

* verfal laws of war, the captor's prize* 

* the reward of valour, which Temugin 

* never meant to deprive him of Dif- 

* mifs the wives of Gelaleddin with due 

* rcfpeft; and he will never think youu 

* detaining a flave an invafion of hU 

* light,* 

L 3 . Though 
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Though a propofal, fo favourable to his. 
wUhes, readily fatbfied the fcruples of 
Togriil, he had a refpedl to the appearance 
of virtue, a raotiefty in his nature, which, 
would not permit him to carry it openly, 
into execution. 

But Achmet was not at a lofs to fur^ 
mount this difficulty. He counfelled To- 
grul to fend away the women direftly,, 
■with every mark of honour, under the 
conduct of a perfon in whom he could. 
conBde \ and faid he would himfelf follow 
■ at the firft dawn of the morning, as if he- 
was going on fome fecret occftfion of the ■ 
war, and bring the fair flave without any 
alarm, or its being even known for whom», 
to a neighbouring fortrcfs, where Togrul 
might meet her in the evening \ and in- 
dulge himfelf in her company for fome- 
days, as if he was only attending to thfe 
motions of the enemy ; a purpofe for- 
which it was a proper place. 

Had 
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Had not Togrul been blinded by his 
paflion, he would have rejefted with dif- 
dain, a propbfal, founded orr a negleft of 
liis diKyi though but for a moment : but 
fuch was his infatuation, that he equally 
forgot what he owed to his own honour, 
and to the confidence of Temugin.

Thoughhls palTiOn had filencW the voire 
©f reafori, it had another antagonift to 
ftruggle with) which was riot fo eafily to^ 
befubducd. In fprteofall his efforts to 
«lude itj the VemembrSndc of Himiico,. 
ind hii daughter, would ever and anon' 
force itieJf x^n !iihi j arid damp his' 
higheil ardours. Every moment iJh>- 
duced a. new rcfolution, which the next- 
overturned, .leaving him in the fame fluc- 
jtuation: 

L 4.- Attach- - 
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^ 4-ttachments of mere defire Ipfc their 
force, when the objcdt is no longer prcfent. 
Every, lime he thought of the daughter qf 
Himilco, his, paffion for the fair flave grew 
Weaker} till, in the end, it entirely ful>- 
fided, leaving no more trace behind th^ 
ruffles the bofom of a llream, into whit^ 
forne fragment of the rock hath newljr 
fallen from the impending cliff. 

' He awoke, as from a troubled dream ^ 
and wondering at hU own weaknefs, re-, 
iblved to wipe ofF the ftain qf it, by fend- 
ing back the fair flave the moment he 
ibould arrive at the place, where he had 
appointed to meet Achmet. Nor would 
he even have gone thither, had he not 
thought that countermanding, without 
any vifible reafon, the orders he had ib 
iately given to his troops, would betray 
an unfteadinefs, that mult lower him in 
■ their eyes. 

Exulting 
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Exulting in this viftory, he arrived at 
the fortrefs, where he no fooner faw Ach- 
met, than he commanded him to fend 
back the flave that very night \ declaring 
that he would not even fee her. 

Achmet} who read In his looks the 
ftruggk in his heart, was more furprized 
than difcouraged at this change of his 
refolution ; which he did not doubt but 
the fight of the fair Dave would foon alter, 
could he prevail upon him to fee her.

was fudden. 

Inctpable of artifice himfelf, Togrul 
ful^jefted none in Achmet. He told him, 
with a figh, the rrafon of his fending her 
back, acknowledging, at the fame time, . 
the pain which that relbludon had coflr 
him. 

Achmet, who wanted not virtue, though 
his fenfe of it was neklKr fo extcnfive nor 
lb fublime as that of Togrul, looked upon 
this as no more than a faUe refinenient, to 
which it was his dutjr to open the eyes of 
his friend. 

: But as he was fenfible, that it would be 

in vain to attempt feaforiing on fijch a fub- 

jeft, he affefted to approve the refolution- 

t T(^rul 
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Tbgrul had taken, aad only defired that 
he would hirdelf acquaint the fair Have 
with the motive of it ; a mark of atten- 
tion which, he faid, would change her re- 
fentment into refpeA of his conftancy, the 
virtue dearefl to thefcx^ adding, when 
Togrul fcemed to hefitate, that furely he 
could not doubt his own refolution fo far, - 
as to apprehend danger from fo ftiort an 
interview; or aggravate the pain of her- 
difappointinent, by fuch an ungenerous 
inftance of contempt, as to lend her away 
without condefccnding even to fee her. 

This was an att«ek which Togrul could ■ 
not refift. tiis heart harboured not a fen- 
timcnt that was not truly^ generous j nor 
would he admit the appearance of a weak- - 
nels of which he was not conicious. He 
confentcd therefore to fee her, as foon as 
he fhouW have taken order for the difpofal 
of his troops, dircfting Achmec to pre- 
pare, in the. mean time, for her departure.-

EVEkY ftep, as he approached her 
tent, cncreafed tKc emotipns which the 
thought of this interview laifcd in hi» 
breafti He entered, trembling and irres* 
fqlute, where he found her fitting on the 
ground, diflblved in tears, and wailing 
herfelf in fobs of woe.

He rufhed forward, and 
throwing himfclf at her. feet, attempted to 
footh her grief with profeffions of love 
and vows of conftancy. 

But what was his difappointment to find, 
that inftead of appeafmg, this only en- 
creafed her tUftrefs. He paufed for fomc 
minutes, utterly at a lofs what to con- 
clude i then fixing his eyes paflionately 
upon her, conjured her, in the tendereft 
terms, to declare the caufe of her afflic- 
tion, and depend upon every relief in his 
power to procure. 

Moved 
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. Moved by the maimer in which he 
^kc, flw raifed her head, and looking 
eanieftly at hrni, aiked how he, ivho had 
lb lately torn her away from an hufband, 
whom the- dearly loved, contd aSet^ to ' 
be a flraager to the caule of hof ^fiiftton. . 

Equally ihocked and furi>rUai at wKac- 
fhe faid, ■ T<^ru) enquired hafiily who was - 
her huiband ? And upon her anfwering, 
Gdalcddiny-, demanded again, how flie 
came then to be clad in the habit of a 
flave ? Whereupon fhtf informed him,r 
that the wives of that prince not expcft- 
tng fuch geiwrous treatment as they had 
eiperiencea, ,(he, his. moft^ beloved, had 
alTumed that dUgulfe, in order to fave tJw 
honour of his name at leaft, Iboiild any 
violence be offered to her. 

Togrul ftood aghaft \ He faw the pre-" 

cipice over the verge of which he hung ! 

He faw alfo the only way of efc^ing. 

It was painful ; but it was indifpenfiblc. 

The 
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The occsfton caHed forth all his virtu?,- 
He heOtawd not a moment •, butexplain- 
ing the error, into which he had been led 
by her own precautaon, removed all her 
^prehenfions, . and dried her tears, hy 
afforing her that fhe Diould be direAIy 
lent back to her huAiand fafe« and unfo- 
licited farther by an unhappy palTion,-. 
which was not now more dtfagreeable to 
her,, than difapproved by himfelfj and 
giving, in her prefence, the neceffary or- 
ders to Achmet (who, terrified at the dan- 
ger into which his too fanguine zeal had . 
unwillingly betrayed his friend, prepared 
to carry them into-inftant execution) hur- 
ried away from a fcene, more diftrdsful 
than be could Aipport. 

Not that his diftrefs was lighter, when 
he retired to his tent, and rcfleftcd on his 
late conduft. He looked back with hor- 
ror to the manifold ruin which he had fo 
narrowly efcaped ; nor did rcmorfe make 
the profpeft before him much kfs painful. 

Though 
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Though xrror might feem to extenuate 
the crime of hi» attotopt upui the wife of 
Gelalcddin^ his intended infidelity to the 
dai^uer of Himiico, his intended negleft:

THIS rcrolution reftored to his mind 
tha^ .YirWQus ferenity, wSjichhad been fo 
.dangwoufly inlcrruptedby.his late paffijonj 
if tKe remembrance of whieh wouU fiaitje- 
times return, its only effed wa& to Hlmu-^ 
Ute his efforts to nuke atonement for ic. 

Nor were thefe efforts unfuccefsful. 
Among the chieftains of Temugin, famed 
as they juftly were in war, Togrul foon dit 
, tinguiflied himfelf, by abilities which prov- 
ed hifti to be the proper antagonift of Ge- 
laleddin. Equals in aftivity and enter- ' 
ptiae, they cxhaufted, ^inft each other, 
every refource of the military art j while 
experience viewed their emulation with 
wonder and delight. 

But the fuperior power of Temug^n at 

length decided a conteft, which virtue 

would have fupportedj and Gelaleddin 

foand 
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Sound himfelf pent in between armies^, 
which it ^as in Win for him to attempt 
refifting,. and the mighty river of Indus. 

He inftantly dw ill the fcverity of hi» 
£nc ; that nothing remained for him, bue; 
to yield himfelf captive,- or die in the de- 
■fence of his Hberty. The choice, witi* 
him, adhiitted not a moment's paute. 
Animating his feichful followers by his: 
■•Kample, h* bravcty continued th6 fight,, 
marking every (bep of his retreat with the 
dead bodies cdF^hu boldeO: fc»8« till he was. 
forced to the very brink <rf the river>, 
where, looking round him for k moment^, 
and Icetng almoft ^11 his people (kin, . ba 
.formed the noble refolutton o£. attempting 
to £ive- himfelf for &a hspp\€t day,, when- 
heaven might be iliore pr&pifio6s to him^ . 
and inltanily plunged into tbti nver,.whicfL4 
rolled in fuch a torrent, that the greatnefs- 
of the danger prevented his being purr- 
focd.. 

While. 
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Wlnle he vfis g^toufly fthi^ing thus- 
*Fith fate, Togrul,, whofe efforts had priiv- 
cipally driven him to this extremity, wa» 
miflung Gxwaird to ^hinge in aft«r him, 
when he was Aopped by Temugin, who^K)- 
-floured fuch virtue,, even in a foe. ' Re- 
^ member^ faid he, * the day in which, 

* you, cfcaped 'from the rovers in the dc- 
^ farts cf Africii; and imkaqt that gene- 

* rolity, which you Jiave youriclf «xperi- 

* enccd; Leave thia gaHant prince to hik. 

* fortune. Thu u « ion worthy <i£ hit. 
*■ fa^Kr. Happy^ is ivs wlip hirth^ fu<^ 
«■ childitn I* . 

Togrul was afFifled lii the ftrongeft.mao-- 
«er by thefe words. Though in the head- 
long fury of \hc batde be would have: 
purfued Gelateddjn ; to have defeated fo. 
noble an eflbrt for the pre&rYaiion of his-, 
liberty, when he could refill, no longer,^ 
would have ftung his generous heart with, 
incurable remorfc. The very thought: 
overwhelmed him with fliame j, as, his bo-, 
ing. 
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ing fo happily prerented filled him intii 

joy-. 

, The total defeat of Gelajeddjn having 
.put an end, to the war, Tc^rul thought 
himfelf DOW at liberty to fulfil his refolu-; 
tion» by retiring to Himilco in the delart.; 

For this purpofe^ he threw himfelf at 
the feet of Temugin the next mornings 
and pouring out the gratitude of bis heart 
for all the favours - be bad received front 
him, .humbljf befougbt his permiflion . t» 
depart, and accompUfb the ~ fate ' ordained 
for him by heaven, 

Temugin, to whom the virtues of T<V 
grul had endeared him, no kfs than his 
valour, heard, with concern, a requef^ 
with which his regard would not permit 
him to comply. Though he thought the 
fubjeft of too tender a nature for him to 
interfere with dice£tly, he was not at a Io& 
to difcover his tliotive for dcAring to der 
parr, 
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Prince of Bbtlis. , 237 
part, nor whither he intended to bend his 
way, as he remembered the love which he 
libd exptefled for the daughter of Himilco, - 
and his promife that he would return to 
her; a promife which he meant notob-- 
Jiging him to violate, but only to defer its 
performance to a filler feafon. 

Expoftulating with him, therefore, in 
terms of eftecm, on his want of attach- 
ment, which alont, he alledged, could 
prompt him to feek clfcwhcre a fortune, , 
that in his fervice prevented his purfuit, 
he told him, that he could not confent to 
his departure, till he fh'ould have accom- 
pliflied certain matters which he had in 
contemplation ; after which, if he per- 
fifted in his prefent purpofe, he would not 
only give hitn his confent, but alfo the 
adiftance neceflary for executing ic with 
happy eflfeft. 

This promife, by which Togrul faw,' 

that the emperor was no llranger to his 

2 intenuon. 
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intention, ov«r-paid the. delay on which it 
was founded, by hopes he had never ven- 
tured to indulge before. He embraced 
the knees of hh generous benefiAor, in a 
tranfport of grateful joy, which the ful- 
nefs of his heart Irft him not the power of 
uttering.

BOOK THE FOURTH. 
SECTION I. 

TEMU G I N, having thus compleated 
the conqut;ft of Khouarefin, iflucd 
a mandatCjto all the princes who governed 
the. feveral kingdoms of his boundle^ em- 
pire, to meet him with ail their ^loufeholds,. 
in the pl^ps of Karalcathai^ where he in-, 
tended to relax from the fatigues of war, 
and 
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840 ^he HiSTORY cf Arsaces, 
end devote one whole year to the pleafures 
of the chace, while he married his Tons, 
and regulated the various Forms of govern- 
ment in his dominions ; before he pro- 
ceeded to farther, conquefts, which he had 
in contemplation. 

The preparations which he. ordered to 
be made for this folemnity, at which the 
greater, part of human kind were to aflift, 
were fuited to the magnificence of his 
fpirit, and the greatnefs of his power.

; your abilities to the ftrideft proof. 

« There 
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" * There b a country in the mountains 
' of Curdiftan, called Betlis, the people 
= of ■which boaft of having repelled all 
' attempts made to fubdue them j and do, 
' at this day, live in defiance of every 
' foreign power. It is neceffary to my 
' .honour to put an end to this boaft. 
' While I march towards Karakathai, take 
' you the troops under your command. 
' Reduce this people to obedience j and 
' bring their king to receive his fate from 
' my word. No fovereign fhall rule» but 
' by my permiffioji. 

* I know your valour j but that, tho' 
' the firfl:, is not the only virtue required 
f in the leader of an army. Activity, vi- 
' gilance, and circumfpedion will be no 
' lefs ncceflary to you on this occafion. 

* Afty^cs, who reigns in Betlis, is an 
' experienced warrior; and his people 
' are an hardy race, who, ftrangers to the 
' wants of luxury, as having no commerce

Though Togrtil wis far fhbm ■ appnw*- 
ing the motive of this w^r, his heart was 
not infcnfiblc to the glory which it openrfl 
■him an opportunity of acquiring. Bow- 
ing himfelf, therefore, in' grateful a/ftnt, 
he proceeded dircflly to execute a chai^ 
ivtoch did him fo much honour. 

As foon as he drew near to the country, 
which he was fern to -conquer* he calleid 
together the feverd leaders df his troopfe, 
and laid them under the ftrifteft injunc- 
tions to reftrain the foldiers from erery aft 
of rapine, cruelty, and opprclEon, which 
jn the nature of their duty could pdffibly 
■be avoided. • Though they arc our ent- 

* mies,' he faid, * let us not foi^ that 
•* they arc men, as well as wc ! Let us

This reftramt, at the &xnt time tbat it

,over an encq;iy'& cou^ry in i^rcK of

He penetrated into the hqart of the 
Und, without oieeting any misfortune, 
though the king watched his ftcps, with 
a pQiyerfu],arrny, readyto take any oppor- 
. tunicy j>f ^t^cking him to adyantagjc > ,?s 
h(!.-w?,s unwiiliog to rifque the fate of bis 
country, oix a fc^jwlc, upon equal terms. . 

, Findiiig, boweyer^ all ijis fcbcpjes de- 
. feued b; the vig^Jance and ctroviinfpafUon 
ofTogrul, and apprehenfive that his own 
foldicra might be difpirited at feeing him 
fo, cjwtiou), Aftyagcs, at length^-^rpfolved 
Ma 
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.u traft all to the valour of his people, and 
- -thejuftlceof his caufe ; and drawing all 
his forces together^ waited for the enemy 
in a place which defended xhe approach to 
his capitaL 

This was direftly tlie point to which 
Togrul had alt along wilhed to lead him. 
He inftantly difpofed his troops in order of 
battle, and led cheoi to the charge kl 
perfoo. 

The conflii5b was fuch as might be cx- 
pefted from men animated by the ftrongeft 
motives* The foldiers of Temugin were 
fo accuftomed to conquer, that they look- 
■ed upon themfelvcs as invincible j while 
the men of BetHs, who knew that they 
fought for the deareft bleflings of life, 
exerted thcmfelves, every one, as if the 
event depended upon his fingle arm. 
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SECTION U. 

WHILE the battle raged thus,, with 
equal fury, the adverfc leaders, who flew 
from place to place to enforce the execu- 
tion of their orders, by their own example 
chanced to meet. 

Knowing each other by the number of 
their attendants, and animated by an equal 
palfion for glory, they advanced, as by 
confent, to decide the conteft, making a.

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* O forereign of the world,' exclaiined 

Arfaccs, throwing himfclf again at the 

feet of Temugin, and embracing hia 

knees, ' -what is to be the iiite of the cap* 

* tive of thy power, tbe flave of thy 

* goodnefs ? Can I Bght againft the au- 

* thor of my being ? Can I fight againft 

* him, whole beneiicence hath made -that 

* being a bleffing to me ? O divide doc 

* duties, which heayen hath united ! nor 

* iet my foul at war againft itfelf 1 My 

* father will teach his people n> pay you 

* the higheit fubje&ion, which man caa 

* pay to man, without derogating from 
■ the dignity of their common nature.-— 

* O. my father, fubmit yourfelf to the 

* power of him who rules the world. He 

* will not deprive your fubjefts of liberty,

The a^yajy in which Arfaces fpoke 

thefe wo)^, affedied all who were prelent. 

The generous heart of Temugin melted 

ID compafTioa. * Arife,* faid he, * O iioni 

N a * worthy 
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■^ worthy of thy father; and be happy 1 
' And thou, O Aftyages, return to thy 
' kingdom in peace ; and rule thy people 

* according to the reftitude of thine heart. 
-•Happy art thou in being worthy to.have 
*fuch a fon.*' 

Every one was filled with joy, -by tbdc 
words. Even envy and ambition forgot 
themfelvies, for fome moments, and joined 
in the general accl animations, which rai&d 
the name of Temugin to heaven. 

Aflyages, who had hitherto fupporocd 
his . royal charafter, -could not refift the 
tender impulfe of his gratitude. * Thou 

* haft conquered, O Temugin,' faid he, 
,' thou haft -conquered my iouV 

He would have thrown himfclf at the 
feet of the emperor, buthe Was prevented. 
Temugin caught him in his ^rms^ and 
embracing him warmly, * I receive thee, 
■; as my friend,' he faid } * and in po othei- 
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* light will I admit thee to offer thyfelf to 

* me, Happy is the. fovcreign who bath 
•■ fuch a friend/ 

Aflyages would have departed the next 
morning, but Temugin infifted on his 
reniaining fome time j during which he 
took delight to do hinv honour, above all 
bis princely gneAe, 

The magnificence of fuch a ftene, nevCr 
equalled upon earth, dazzled not the eyes 
^Alfyagesi nor could the offer of Te- 
mugin, to make him'-fbverdgn orer many 
nations, fhake his fteady virtue, 

* Think it not-ingratitude,' he anfwcred, 
*' O firft of human kind, in virtue as in 
*■ power, that I decline favours, your 

* holding me worthy of which covers me 

* with the higheft honour. My foul feels 
- *■ the warmefl fcnft of your generous "con- 

'- fidence, and friendlhip \ but its ambi- 

^ tipD never (oared fo high. I am conteqc 

N 3 w - *'^'* 
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* with the contra£ted fphcre, in which 

* heaven hath placed mei and find the 

* government of one fmall kingdom fuf- 

' ficlent for my abilities. Rather would • 

* I reign in the hearts of a finglc village, 

* made happy by my care, than rule over 
' difconiented millions, with a rod of iron j 

* it not being the extent, but the good 

* government of a kingdom, which in my 

* humble fenfc conftitutes the happincfs 

* and glory of a fovereign.* 

Tmiugin was ftruck with fentimenU, 
thejufticc ofwhich his foul tcknowle^ed* 
though they had never occurred to him 
before. , He paufed for Ibme minutes, 
then clafping Aftyagcs to his breaft, * We 

* muft fol61 the dcftiny appointed for us,* 
faidhc} 'were I not Temt^ia, it Ibould 

* be my wifli to be Aftyages.* 

Afar fome days fpcnt in the clofeft in- 
tercourfe of mutual efteem, Aftyages dc- 
■parted for his own country, accompsnied 
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by his Ion i who offered to remain, but 
Temugin waved fuch a facrifice of every 
tender feeling. * After fo long a fepara- 

• lion,' faid he, * your fouh mutt require 

• fome time to feal the connection of na- 

• ture, by acquwntance. When I want 

• your fervice, I will call for it. Till 
f then be happy in each other.* 

SECTION YIL 

THE return of Aftyages reftored to 
hi» people, the only happinefs which- they 
had to wilh for. Under him they enjoyed 
every blefling of life ; and the virtues of 
his fon gave them an atTured prefage of its 
continuance. 

.Aftyagps, in the overflowing of paternal 
afFedion, would have fiiarcd his throne 
with his fon ; but he declined it. ' Let

But in the raidft. of all this general joy, 
Aftyages obferved that a figh would fome* 
times fteal unawares from his fonji that an 
abfence.of mind, in fpice of. all his care to 
conceal it, Ibcwed he cheriihed.lbme fe* 
cret grief. Alarmed at this difcovery, he 
communicated ic to.Abtnkh, and defired. 
him to try to explore the caufe. 

Abudah, in all hts incercourle witii 
Arfaces, had ever endeavoured- to. fiok 
the authority of a father in the ietimacy 
of a friend i an intimacy, which now 
knew no bounds i as the former charadter* 
which, notwithftanding all his endeavourj, 
had kept Arfaces at a refpei^fuLdittance, 
was at an.end. 

He found him walkings penfivc and 

aloae^, by the fide of a rivulet, which ran 

through the gardens of Aftyages. * Whence

This ^Icovery gave the greateft joy to> 
'Aftyages, who wUhed not for 4ny thing &A~ 
ifdentty, as Co fee chr vhtties of his fon 
continued in his offspring. It was agreed 
that Arfaces and Abudah (hould fet out 
dircdly for the habitation of Hirailco, at- 
^nded by a train fufficient to proteft them 
•n the Way. 

The journey was long ;. but oothitig is 
too much for love. They performed 
it without meeting any misfortune. 

The 
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The furprize of Himilco, on feeing fuch 
A numerous company approach . his hahi- 
tation, may be well conceived i but that 
furprize was foon turned to joy, when he 
htard the well-known voice of Arfaces, 
who advanced before the reft. He d©- 
fcended inftantly, and falling «jK>h hia 
heck,- bedewed ic with tears of joy. 

When they had recovered from the foft- 
nefs of this fcene, Arlaces prcfenting Abu* 
dah to Himilco, * Receive into thy frioid* 

* fhip,* faid he, ^ tl^c Abudah, whofeviN 

* tues thou haft fo often admired. Em- 
f* brace, O Abudah ! the beneficent rc- 

* Mever of my diftrefe.' 

Congenial virtues attra^ each other. 
Himilco and Abudah embraced with the 
cfteem of long 8cqu»ntance. 

Ar&ces, having given order ibr the en- 
campment of liis train, afcended with 
A^udfth, into the i^iation of Himilco^ 

where 
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where he waj foon bleffed with the fight 
of Arpafia, who joyfully obeyed the firft 
call of her father to-receivc him. 

After mutual' congratulations on the 
happinefs of their- meetir^, Arfaces grati- 
fied the anxiety of his^hoCb» with a recital 
of the events of his life, fince he had 
departed from themj the viciflitudcs of 
which-' frequently drew tfie fympathetic 
tear from, the gcntk Arpafia, though dew 
Ucacy prevented his^difclofiog the ctrcunu 
ftance moft interefting to hjcc 

- But Abudah was not under the fame 
reftnunt. Arpifta withdrawing as fiion as 
Arfaces had concluded his narrative, Abu- 
dah made a ngnal>: to him. t6 follow her, 
■sd ^qusinted Himllco : widi Aflyagesb 
approbation of his fon's paflion. 

- Himilco, who was Superior to the afiec- 
tation of making a.difficulty of that which 
^ve him pleafijre,. acknotrledged that. bis 

; daughter 
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■-daughter returned the love of Arfaces, and 
confented to end his days with them in 
Betlis. 

■ * I acknowledge and adore,' fdd he, 

* the hand of heaven, which hath cvi- 

* dently led me through iuch wondcrous 

* ways to this happinefs ; which I will not 

* ungratefully embitter, by repining that 

* I was not thought worthy to effeft the

* myfelf humbly to its will, which is al- 

* ways right.* 

' Nor did ^Arpafra recdvethe declaratioa 
of Arfaces's love with lefs candour; She re- 
femd himtoiier^therfor an uifwer; fay- 
iog, with a blLifii, in which mode&y 
added new grapes to beauty, that her; 
inclination would find no difficulty in 
accompanying her obedience to his com^ 

■ mands. , .. 

4 Himiico 
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Himilco could not leave the afylum of 
his diftrefs, without feeling the moft ten- 
der emotions. But the recolleflion of'paft 
misfortunes only brightened the happy 
proQjcift before him. He payed the tri- 
bute of fome pious tears to the dear me- 
mory of thofc whofe remains he left be- 
hind him^ and th«i departed with a grate- 
ful heart. 

They arrived in fafcty at the court of 
Aftyages, whofe happinels was compleated 
in theirs i and in the afliirance, which 
their virtues, continued in a numerous 
c^sjn'ing, gave him c^ the happinefs of 
his people : and Arfaces acknowledged, 
that true wifdom confifteth in humble 
obedience to the will of heaven, without 
arrogantly prefuming to fcaa its ways.
